Kew Torlt. April 11.—The Chicago express, eastboand. one of the 


fastest trains on the Erie railroad, was abandoned by its crew early 
this evening at Port Jervis, X. T.. 90 miles from this ciiy. There 
were 250 passengers, milk and mail aboard. 


'When tt» Chicago express train reached Port Jervis, it was run 


into a s!di=s and left there- Thecrew alighted and walked -o a. 
to-.vn hall where a railroad workers' meeting iras in progress. They 
arrived in time to take pars in a debate over the formation of an 
association of yardmen, switchmen, brakemea, conductors and engi- 
neers- 


Mean while, the passengers waited patiently in their coaches. 


Fiaally the crew- .returned and after a, protracted argument, decided 
to take the milk and mail cars through to this city and to leave 
the passenger cars' stranded, railroad officials said. This provoked 
a dispute among the railroad men at the station and the train was 
finally abandoned. It was considered probable tonight that some of 
the passengers might undertake to come to this city by automobiles 
as it is doubtful whether all of them could obtain sleeping ac- 
commodations in the town.
